In 1619 
Maria de'Medici challanged the power of her son Louis XIII and Louis recalled Richeleau to 
prevent revolt, and marched his army into Angers defeating Maria de'Medici 's supporters*

ADVENTURES IN LIVING.**or*,*LIFE IS JUST ANOTHER GAME* 

Oft Monday, December 17, 1984, I decided to become a do-it-yourself plumber when the 
water in the kitchen sink did not recede. As a matter of fact, if I recall correctly, the water 
was still there from the previous Friday, and my wife had reminded me several times whilst 
she did the dishes out of a small plastic tub, that she couldn't use the kitchen sink which she 
claimed to be inconvenient and would I please either fix it or call the plumber* (Actually, I'd 
have to call the roto-rooter place because the plumber does not fix stopped up sinks - sigh - 
everyone's a specialist!) Not wanting to part with $60 to have the sink unplugged, I first 
poured some drain-cleaner down ;the sink, but all it did was create a stench in the "kitchen* By 
Monday (I couldn't very well get my zine out and fix the sink at the same time, now could 1° 
And, after all, first things first), having gotten other important matters out of the way, I 
finally decided to unplug the drain myself* I went down to the local hardware store and bought 
a "snake" or Drain -Cleaning -Tool* This is nothing more that a long piece- of spring-like wire 
with a metal cork-screw end suitable for inserting into the drain and pushing through any 
plugged up spot by twisting the wire and pushing until the drain is dear, Well, I got a 25 ft 
long snake and proceded to attempt to push it down the drain* Naturally* it didn't fit, so I got 
the bright adea of widening the-sink's drain plug a hair, using the handle end of my file* I 
inserted the file and twisted and,„oops*,»I managed to punch a hole in the pipe below, the sink* 
The water in the sink drained out onto the kitchen floor after making a short stop under the 
sink cabinet* $60 was beginning to sound less expensive every minute* After cleaning' up the 
mess and patching the hole in the pipe with some aluminized duct tape(handy stuff?), I finally, 
got the snake started down the drain* After pushing and twisting for about 1/2 hour, I just 
managed to lossen the trap under the sink and the remaining water now escaped* Another try, 
another mess* ... 

Finally, after removing the trap and inserting the snake at the trap point and pushing 
and twisting for another half hour, I ran out of snake* 

After putting everything back together, the water poured into the sink stubbornly 
refused to drain* Unfortunately, I had not cleared the drain* Hmmm* 

Investigating further, I found that the builders, in their wisdon, had placed the kitchen 
sink at one end of the house, and the sewer connection at the other end of the house* The 
kitchen drain pipe went under the sink and down across the house to the other side and then 
took a 90° turn and went along that side for another 25 ft or so into the sewer, So, locating 
the midway point, about 25ft from the sink, there was, conveniently, aY and drain plug, no 
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doubt just for'the purpose of cleaning the drain if Now, I'd like to advise anyone who intends to 
open a drain plug when the drain is full of nasty stuff like drain cleaner, that just openning 
the plug.and letting it drain is not all that easy, It may not seem like much, but 25 ft of water 
in a, column, 1-4/2" thick can produce a fairly good bit of pressure, and, when first openning 
the plug, the water will tend to spray, then gush heartily, 

Dressing appropriately for the occassion, in my oldest clothes,' I donned long sleeves, 
an old navy hat and goggles to protect my eyes. As I suspected, the water first spayed 
everything in site, then gushed heartily as I openned the plug, At long last, I used the snake 
again, cleaned up the mess, replugged the pipe and went upstairs to test my efforts. Once 
more* the water refused to recede. $60 was beginning to sound like a bargain! '* 

Convinced that I had just not quite completed the use of the snake properly, I redid the 
procedure„*anather try, another mess. This time, as I withdrew the snake, the nastiest, 
gooiest„„choke, gasp, barf„whew?!,„stuff came out with the snake and I knew I had gotten 
the culprit, Finally, after 6 hours, 3 major messes, and one ruined snake, I had done it, You 
know, I wouldn't trade the experience for. anything, but as for the $60, ,J earned every penny, 

. TGZ ascribes to a code of ethics originally published by the Canadian Diplomacy

THE CDO CODE OF ETHICS 

(1) 1 will try to adjudicate my games in an error-free manner, If an error occurs, I will 
correct it as quickly as possible and with as little disruption to the game as possible, I will 
try to use good judgement in weighing the harm done to the individual player against the harm 
done to ; the game as a whole, ,•• • 

(2) If a difference of opinion between a player and myself is not solvable by discussion 
between us, I will submit the matter to the CDO Ombudsman rather that arbitrarily deciding it 
in my our favor, . . 

(3) I will be as punctual as possible in sending game results to the players (or to the 
publisher, in the .case of a guest GM), bearing in mind that I am a hobbyist rather than a 
professional, and punctuality may sometimes be affected by personal factors, If t habitually 
have delay of more than 1 a few. days between deadline arid mailing, I will make this known to 
prospective players, before they enter games. If at any time, I find myself no longer able to 
maintain my habitual standards of punctuality, to the point where games are seriously 
affected, I- will turn, the games over to another GM rather than carrying on in an inferior 
fashion,-.:- • •■ ,-• ■■ , -. 

(4) . If any of-my normal GMing practices differ from those recommeded in this Code, I 
will make them known, to prospective players before they enter games, I will maintian a set of 
houserulesand policy outlines and will provide it to players on their first entry into a game 
GMed by me. If I change my houserules or policies during the course of a game, I will acquaint 1 
all players with the change before any player is seriously affected by it, 

(5) If a publisher or carboncopy GM, I will keep in touch with: the mainstream of the 
hobby by cooperating with hobby institutions and so on.* : 

(6) I will use replacement players wherever -possible, and in particular, will not let 
games be spoiled by allowing major, positions to gp into civil disorder, I will avoid GMing 
practices which would, make-, my. games irregular, or unrateable by current systems (example: 
using replacement players who already played ip the game),.. 

. . (7) In general, I will try to deal fairly and honestly with players at all timesj I will try 
to be impartial in my adjudications and my handling of gamesj I will try not to give one player 
advantages not available to other players, where such advantages can be easily prevented} I 
will give players the benefit of the doubt - where differences of opinion arise? I will try to 
maintain good communications between players and GMs, in particular by explaining reasons 
for Games-material actions when they are not likely to be immediately apparent,
